ar Brilliant Victory of the Gunboats, 
Special Dispatch to the Boston Advertiser 
Washington, April 28, 1864. 
No official reports of the recent battles 
on Red River have been received froth Gen. 
Banks in addition to those published in the 
New-Orleans Era. Unofficial letters from 
persons upon whose testimony reliance is 
placed in high quarters, give an even more 
unfavorable account of the condition of 
things than any heretofore published, and 
comment severely on the lack of prudence 
and generalship said to ‘be displayed by 
Gen. Banks and Gen. Stone, who was sent 
to him for Chief of Staff at his request. 
One letter says “ Banks with his fine 
army of 30,000 was totally defeated and 
routed by 12,000 under Dick Taylor. It 
was done in this manner; Gen, Banks cent 
out 6,000 cavalry in the advance, with all 
their wagons, 200 in number, just behind 
them, This force oficavalry was supported 
by about 2,000 infantry, while the great 
muss of the army was far in the rear comiog 
up in anything but good order, The result 
can be easily imagined, The whole Rebel 
artyy charged on the cavalry, stampeded 
them, threw them back on the infantry, 
and the whole concern turned around and 
ran, actually ran, It was a complete rout. 
The Rebels captured 1,500 prisoners, 18 
guns, 160 wagons, and a large supply of 
provisions and so forth, beside driving our 
army back 15 miles, back to Pleasant Hill.

In 
this country, we hear many complaints, and 
it is feared that the entire crop of peaches 
and the early pears are killed, yot we do not 
despair, and still think and hope that a fair 
crop of peaches will be gathered.— Chicago

They 
captured 88 cannon and from 2000 to 3,000 
prisoners. The Prussian loss isstated at 2

The Danes are said to have lost between 
80 and 100 officers, and 4,000 men are re- 
ported hors du combat. 

The victory was received with great re- 
joicing at Berlin.

lovied by Congress on the resolution to ox- 
act fifty per ornt in addition to the present 
tariff rates, for the next sixty days, excites 
much feeling among the importers in New 
York. That part of the resolution which 
orders goods in bond to be taxed at the in- 
creased rate is deemed to be illegal, an 
will probably come up for decision by tho 
courts. ‘Cho now tariff will aot a3 a pro- 
hibition on some kinds of goods—railway 
iron, for instance, whish will be charged at 
the rate of £20.25 per ton. Sruggling 
must also be increused, especially with 
portable and high priced articles, such us 
quinine among drags, and sowing silk a- 
mong manufactured goods. The duty on 
quinine will be sixty sevon and o half per 
cent ad valorem, and on sewing silk sixty 
per cent ad valorem. Foreign wines will 
have to pay a duty of seventy-five per cent; 
annels and lace goods fifty-two and n half 
per cont. Doalors will not slow to ad- 
vance the prices of thoir sto figures: 
in proportion with tho advanced rates of 
duty; and thd ‘reward of tho suooossful 
smuggler will become heightened in the 
same ratio, There is enough in the alter- 
ed law to stimulate still moro strongly the 
Yankoo contrabandistas who have taken up 
their transitory residence in Canida, ready 
at any moment to run the blockado of their 
country's custom houses.

The suit was conducted by R. P. Jellett Esq. 
on the part of the Plaintiff; and by N, C, Eng- 
lish Esq., of Toronto (for Wallbridge & Bro.) 
on the part of the Delence, 

This decision finally settles the question as 
to the title to the traae-mark of “ Dr. Morse’ 
Indian Root Pills,” which is thus shown to be 
vested solely in the Firm of B, L. Judson & 
Co., of New York and Brockville.

grant to the presént Ministry a dissolu 
tion of Parliament? We do not think so, 

H Since Ministerial journals aye discover- 
jed that the ground will be takyn from un 
jder their feet; since they have witnessed 
tho energetic expression of opinion which 
has manifested itself in Upper Canada 
against their politics and. their party ; 
tince the double defeat of Mr. Voloy and 
Mr. Buchanan (4s we cannot otherwise call 
the victory of 14 yotes, carried by the hun 
dred thousand dollars 'which he spent,’ with 
the assistance of the Grand Trunk and of: 
ficial; of all grades in the Company) ; since 
they have discovered that discontent and 
doubt fill the minds of many of their friends, 
and, lastly, siuce they have acquired the 
Knowledge that the days of the Tacho- 
(Cartior)-Macdonald ministry are drawing 
to an end, the sheets of the supporters’ of 
the traitorous Tory Qoalition spread the 
news ‘that a general election will shortly 
take’ place, 

We may be mistaken, but we do not 
think that the Governor General will grant 
to the present ministry an appeal to the 
country—a measure which is always a 
serious one, a very costly one, and one to 
which recourse ought only to be had when 
all other means bave failed. His Exvel!en- 
cy the Governor General whose namie we

You are charged with the formination of 
an Administration ina Parliament where 
you claim a majority, The preceding 
Cabinet had not been defeated—it only felt 
that it was not strong, enough to carry on 
the business of the country with thut éner- 
gy) decision’and rapidity that was desirable 
——they retired in order to furnish me the 
means to re-construct a stronyer Goyern- 
ment, coiiposed of mien, who, by inutual 
concessions, would constitute an Adminis- 
tration powerful enough to work out our 
system of Government. You haye refused 
to enter into any combination outside your 
own ranks, under the pretext that you were 
strong enough in the Lower House to form 
a strong Administration. I gave you ou 
those representations full power—you have 
chosen those you wished without the slight. 

Go to the 
Parliament : if it rejects. you, aware that

PROBABLE END OF THE SOHLESWIo- 
Hovsrein Wak.—Tho war in’ Schleswig 
is probably at an end. The last hold the 
Danes had on the main land of Schleswig, 
the firtifications at Duppel, has fallen, af: 
ter a Siege of two. months, into the hands of 
the Prussians. ‘The Danish army has ef- 
fected ‘a retreat into the island of Alsen, 
but not without suffering very serious loss- 
és. Two thousand six hundred men, four 
hundred officers, and ninety guns are re- 
ported to have been captured, and the num- 
ber of those who havo been put hors de com- 
bat is estimated at 4,000, Danish accounts 
state that four regiments were nearly anni- 
nilated. 


Nothing now remains to the Danes of 
the Duchy of Schleswig but the island of 


Alsen, and even this, according to a dis- 
patch from Hamburg, has already been oo- 
oupied by the Prussians, The latter in- 
tend also to ocoupy at once the whole of 
Jutland, the northermost of the continen- 
tal provinces of Denmark, as a pledge for 
indemnification of losses by Danish vessels.

NEWS FROM EUROPE, 


By the ‘arrival of the Hecla

inevitable, But I cannot look upon it as 
holy and apostolic, I would rather not 
seo any blessings invited upon regimental 
colors. As well might one pray Heaven to 
bless gunpowder and Greek fire. I 
would rather not have any. military chap- 
laine. Their office seeme to me « wicked 
anomaly, Much better would it be to have 
a war troubadour attached to each regi- 
ment, who should sing the song of “ Ro- 
land” to the tane of “ Yankee Doodle,” and 
excite the warriors to fierceness in the strife, 
and tell them that if they are killed their 
reward shall be,to dwellin a Walhalla of 
beroes, there to quaff eternal cock-tail out 
of the skulls of their enemics. I know well 
enough what the answer will be to this; 
[t is impossible to carry on hostilities with- 
out resorting to acts of barbarisins. Is it? 
Civilized nations carry on war in a civilized 
manner. Do they? Oh, lie of lies! ob 
casuistry of casuistries! There is one, of 
Mr. Gardoer’s photographs representing a 
dead soldier on the field of Antietam. A 
shell had caught him io the middle, ripped 
him up, and scattered his bowels about,— 
There they are, most beautifully depicted. 
This is what your civilization has come to.’ 
A free government, religious toleration, 
universal education, wise laws, national 
wealth, camera obscura, collodion, and a} 
skilful photographic manipulator ut forty 
dollars a week—and the result of’ all these 
wonderful engines of amelioration ix a poor 
devil with a hole in his stomiuch and his 
entrails protruding. His entrails, madam, 
In the photograph [ can see a locket hung 
by a ribbon round the dead boy's neck. He 
is but a boy. The locket contains, per- 
chance, the portrait of a mother, sister, 
sweetheart, or somothing of that kind.— 
This is civilization in warfare. I suppose 
that’ shell is a more civilized implement of 
destruction than a dart, or a pike, ora 
tomahawk. Conical bullets are more hu- 
mane, of course, than slugs; and a Svamp 
Angel is a mild and sugary article in com- 
parison with a battering ram. Still we go 
on prating about civilization in war, while 
the samo hideous gashes are made, while 
the same maggots feator in the same wounds, 
while it is the same Death that overtakes 
him who is slain by a Malay krcese and him 
who falls by a Colt’s revolver. And yet I 
have heard Christian clergymen spouting 
vehement platitudes about the God of Bat 
tles. Pagans aud cannibals, Brahmines and 
Bonxes, and Talapoins and Medicing-men, 
oan spout as fluently and vehemently the 
samo platitudes in their several jargons. As 
though there ever was, or ever could be, a 
God of Battles, any more than there 
could be a God of Blood and Famine and 
Desolation.
